En 
glnecrs nfllrm tiiat a ship "finds her 
self" after a voyage or two; there is 
a subtle adjustment of' part to parl, 
until all that complicated mechanism 
seems to take on brain, soul, person- 
ality, so that the ship instead of being 
an inert, mechanical thing, becomes 
a "herself." "She," not It" breaks the 
record. A man pulls himself together 
as we say, after some' disintegrating 
experience,

as 
bereavement, 


failure mental ,or physical; dissipation, 
or it may be after the shock of new 
ideas, the bewildering vision of wider 
horizons.
